THE GENEVA AWARD. 
A COSTLY COURT WITH MANY CLAIMS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasumdrox, D. C., Oct. 12.—The Gen- 
eva Award Court is organized on a liberal 
scale, with an abundance of clerks and 
special counsel, who have little to do. The 
charge of those who were opposed to the re- 
establishment of the court, that many of the 
claims would prove to be speculative in their 
character is proved true by the proceedings 
which have already been taken before the 
court. This speculative interest is shown in 
two test cases now pending, The court will, 
however, soon be called upon to decide some 
very important test cases which will be of 
much interest. Under the re@stablished court, 
claims for War premiums paid to insurance 
companies, which Were previously ruled out, 
are admissible.. One important auestion is 
whether each individual owner may bring 
suit in his own name, or whether 
“THE SHIP'S HUSBAND,” 
as it is termed in the case of a whaling ves- 
sel, or the managing owner, as it is termed 
in ordinary mercantile vessels, can bring 
suit and recover for himself and his copart- 
ners. In a large number of cases the owner- 
ship is split up into sixteenths and thirty- 
seconds. The entire amount due on 
some of the vessels, the ownership 
of which is thus divided, is in 
many cases but $1,000, If these thirty-two 
owners are required to bring individual suits, 
the suits will undoubtedly not be gbrought, 
but if the “ship’s busband” or managi 
owner can br suit on behalf of all, an 
the court in its judgment can so place it on 
record that each owner can receive his pro- 
rtion, it will very greatly facilitate matters. 
hat question is to be determined by 
A TEST CASE 
to be presented to the court on the 15th of 
November. The probability is that the Gov- 
ernment counsel will oppose to this proposi- 
tion the suggestion that, on account of the 
lapse of time in a great many of these cases, 
many of parties in interest iu which are 
dead, no suit would be broughtand that to 
authorize them to be brought by the *ship’s 
husband” would be to add to the profits 
mainly of the single individual.

PUBLIC LANDS. 
REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER OF 
LAND OFFICE. 

Wasniyeron, D. C., Oct. 12.—The Com- 
missioner of the Land Ofiice in his annual re- 
port states that the lands now embraced 
within thé limits of the public domain 
amount to 900,000,000 acres, including Alas-

THE CELEBRATION. 

Bostow, Mass., Oct. 12.—The President and 
party left for Marshfield this morning, the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Corps of 
this city acting as an escort. A large crowd 
collected at the depot, and the streets were 
filled with people anxious to see the Chief 
Executive. 

MARSHFIELD, Mass., Oct. 12.— The train 
bearing President Arthur, members of the 
Cabitiet, and other distinguished guests ar 
rived here at 11:30, and stopped at a platform 
built for the occasion, where an im- 
mense crowd had gathered. The Presi- 
dential party upon leaving the cars 
took carriages for the Webster man- 
sion, the first being occupied by President 
Arthur, Gov. Long, and the Hon, Stephen 
M. Allen. During the march the Presiden- 
tial carriage was flanked by the guard of 
Worcester Continentals, Capts. Folsom and 
Cundy being a special guard of honor. 

Arriving at the house, the President and 
party alighted. Upon entering the breakfast- 
room, the Hon, Stephen M. Allen delivered 
an address of welcome, The party then 
lunched with Mrs. Fletcher Webster.

It was my good fortune to visit Marshfield 
during the lifetime of its illustrious owner, 
and to enjoy its hospitality. It was just such 
an estate as a fine old English gentleman ”’ 
would select ag a home, comprising about 
2,000 acres of undulating land on the green 
shore of Marshfield, bordered on one side by 
the ocean. When Mr, Webster began to 
practice law at Boston, he used to go every 
summer to the Town of Sandwich, on the 
Cape, and pass several weeks there in sheot- 
ing and fishing. The establishment of a glass 
foundry at Sandwich spviled the sport there, 
and Mr. Webster pext went to Marshtield, 
where he had Deen teld that the gunning and 
fishing were excellent, lle was so well

and not only enlarged the boundaries of the 
Thomas farm, but greatly improved it. He 
luereased and resuscitated the old weather- 
beaten orchards, and he protected his build- 
ings and gardens from me cold winds of 
winter by ‘planting belts of forest-trees 
around the Jawu of some twenty acres be- 
fore Sis house. The seed which produced 
many of these trees was planted by Mr. Web- 
ster’s own hands, and other trees were sent 
to him by friends, Between the buildings 
and the ocean were three ponds, fed from 
springs—the smaller one used by a large 
number of ducks of different varieties, while 
in the larger one was @ flock of wild geese, 
well domesticated, although it was necessa- 
ry to cut off the pinions of their wings to 
keep them from migrating as flocks flew 
overhead ia the spring and fall. 

The soil at Marshfield was naturally thin 
and unproductive, but Mr. Webster (who 
had a practical knowledge of agriculture ac- 
quired in early youth, which he always en- 
deavored to improve) saw that the kelp cast 
on the neighboring beach, and the menhaden, 
easily taken in large quantities, were excel- 
lent fertilizers.

THE HOUSE AT MARSHFIELD 
(which was unfortunately destroyed by fire 
a few years since) was a large wooden struct- 
ure, with long plazzas fred with the Vir- 
ginia creeper and roses. here were nine 
rooms on the first fluor, if L remember right, 
opening from one into the other, so that it 
was necessary to use them ‘all to get about 
the house. In the parlors were a great variety 
of pictures, engravings, bronzes, and curios- 
ities, while the library, the western room of 
all, was finished in somewhat of a gothie 
shape. Here hung the fine portraits of Web- 
ster and Lord Ashburton, taken after their 
negotiation of a treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain, and now in the 
Capitol at Washington, Congress having pur- 
chased them of Mrs. Fletcher Webster. There 
was also a smali silkouet profile, cut out on 
black paper, In a — — frame, bearing the 
inscription: “ My excellent mother. D. W.“ 
Near by stood on a estal a fine 
marble bust ef Pope Pius IX., sent by his 
Holiness to Mr. Webster. A large library 
chair was Mr. Webster’s favorit seat: and in 
bookcases were books of reference, standard 
editions of the works of Bacon, Washington, 
and Franklin, the Eneyclopedia Britannics, 
a number of English and Classical dictiona- 
ries, a collection of the Britis poets, Audu- 
bon’s Birds of America, and a number of 
modern histories. He kept his agricultura 
library and a very few law books in a study 
builtin the garden, but his valuable law 
library was in his ton office. 

Another interesting room at Marshfield 
was the Gining-room, with its large side- 
boards covered with rare china and giass- 
wa including a capacious puneh-dowl.

citizens: * Venerable men! you have come 


down to us from a former generation. Heaven

Mr. Webster was a great lawyer—may 1 
not say the greatest of American lawyers ? 
and his profession made him at times stifle 
his individual convictions to piease his po- 
litical followers, as he would have argued 
the bad side of a case to earn the fee paid by 
a client. No finer speech was ever made in 
favor of Hree trade than that made by Mr. 
Webster iu 1816 in the House of Representa- 
tives, when he was a Representative from 
New Hampshire; and .in 1880 he made 
another speech in Faneuil Hali on the 
same side of the question. But, in 1834, act- 
ing in obedience to the wishes of the Boston

ARABI. 


Correspondence Between the Khedive 
and Arabi—How the Latter Was Ea- 
couraged by the Sultan. 

The London Times has received the fol- 
lowing communication from a gentleman 
who, trom his position, was able to obtain in- 
formation of the proceedings of the Egyptian 
national leaders during the early part of the 
recent war: “I have in my posséssion cop- 
ies of a correspondence which took place be- 
tween the Khedive and Arabi Pasha in the 
beginning of the month of Ramazan (the 
middie of July), and which throwsome light 
on the early history of the war. The Khedive 
wrote to Arabi at Kafr-el-dwar as foliows: 
Now we have spoken with the English Ad- 
miral about recent events’—namely: the 
bomourdment of Alexandria—‘and he has 
informed us that there is no hostility be 
tween England and the Egyptian Government 
and bas assured us that the bombardment 
was only resorted to as a revenge for 
the insult and menace offered to the British 
fleet by the mounting of the guns on the 
Egyptian fortifications, and has told us that 
if we could have a well-organized, loyal, and 
trustworthy army he would be prepared to 
evacuate Alexandria. He has also said that 


it the Turkish troops come here the English 


will respect them and give up the town to 
them. This is a proof that England is not at 
war with Egypt. It has also been decided in 
the conference at Constantinople by the rep- 
resentatives of all the Great Powers that 
neither the privileges granted to Egypt by 
former firmans nor the rights of the Porte in 
this country should be prejudiced in any 
way. The status quo will maintained and 
Turkish troops will be sent to establish order 
in Egypt. Therefore, in reference to all this, 
you ae desired to disband the army and give 
up al] military preparations, and. as soon as 
you receive this, our order, you are to come 
to Ras-el-Tin and receive verbally the neces- 
sary instructions according to the decision of 
the Ministers.“ 

“To this Arabi replied: Be it known to 
my great and noble lord that the war with 
Engtand was caused by the demands made by 
the English Admiral. Those démands were 
submitted to your Highness and were dis- 
cussed by your Ministersin a council of war, 
over which your Highness presided, and at 
which also were present Dervisii Pasha, his 
Iinperial Majesty's representative, and many 
selected notables. The council, having aiter 
due consideration found that the Admiral’s 
demands were host le to the Khedive’s Gov- 
ernment and. humiliating to the national 
honor, decided upon refusine them, even at 
the costof war. Thecouucil accord maly de- 
cided, in your Highness’ presence, on increas- 
ing the army, and orders were issued to the 
Mudirs directing them to recruit 25,000 more 
soldiers. It was also derided in the same 
council that no gun should be fired from our 
forts until five shots had deen fred 
upon us dy the British fleet. In accordance 
with this decision no shot was fired by us 
until twenty sheils had been thrown at us 
by the British. Up to this time pur prepara- 
tions for defense were incouiplete, owing to 
the continual restrictions whieh had been 
placed upon us. According to the decision 
of the Council his Excellency the Prime 
Minister and the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
in your Highness’ Governmentsent orders 
to all the provinces declaring the whole 
country to be under martial law and in state 
of war with England. According to all the 
decisions arrived at by your Ministers ina 
council presided over by you arid hela in the 
presence of the Sultan’s representative, your 
Egyptian Government, my Lord, is truly and 
legally at war with England. It is fully 
known to your Highness that neither the 
Egyptian Government nor its army attempted 
to menace or to insult in any way the British 
fleet, and that the war was forcéd upon us by 
England. 

Now, if the English Admiral has declared 
to your Highness that he is not now at war 
with vou and your Government, such 3 
declaration, after what has happened, must 
be considered rather as a reqvest for peace 
and as the expression of a desire for the re 
newal of friendly relations. It cannot be 
taken as a denial of the tact that a state of 
war has already existed. No doubt | am 
bound to concur with your Highness in 
your earnest desire for the honorable peace 
of the country as well as that of the Govern- 
ment. If the Admiral, afier having de- 
stroyed with the British guns the town of 
Alexandria, is earnest in his desire to hand 
over that town to a reguiar and well or- 
gavized army under your Government, here 
is the well-organized army, an army which 
has committed no act of indisripline, and it 
is ready to take over the town on the retire- 
ment of the fleet. If, however, the fleet does 
not retire the military preparations must be 
continned, according to your Highness’ de- 
cision, in order that protection may be af- 
forded to the interest of your Government, 
and in order to prevent. while the fleet is 
still here, the recurrence of trqubles created 
by an excited mob, similar to those which 
oceurred in Alexandria fon the llth of June). 
The events of the lith of July have lessened 
our confidence in the repeated promises of 
peace. These promises proved to be mere 
tricks to distract us from making our ar- 


rapgements for self-defense, and were re” 


sorted to in order that time might be gained 
for enforcing upon us unbearable demands, 
such as would be considered to endanger the 
interests of our country. 1 would have been 
but too glad to obey your Highness’ orders 
to come to Alexandria, and would have 
wished to submit to you versopailly the above 
considerations, but I regret to say informa- 
tion has reached me that Alexandria is still 
in the occupation of the British troops. This 
prevents my coming. If my Lord be pleased 
to order the Ministers or the Prime Minister 
to come to Kafrdawar it would afford me a 
great opportunity of ascertaining the truth, 
and I might then be able to disband the army.

bess of the Khedive and to the schemes of 
the British Consul. Arabi’s private secre- 
tary told me himself on the 20th of June last 
that Dervish Pasha, having compromised 
himself with the Khedive on the one hand 
aud wich the Nationalists on the other, had 
been two days before to the Director of the 
Government telegraphs at Kasr-el-Nil 
to request him to return to him 
the originals of the telegrams he had 
sent to Constantinople. His uest Was, 
however, refused. When I was at Cairo, on 
the 17h of June, I learned that the Khedive 
bad strongly opposed the appointment of 
agheb Pasha as Prime Minister, and that 
Arabi had telegraphed the tact to the Sultan. 
On that day a telegram cawe from the Sultan 
direciing the Khedive to appoint Ragheb at 
the risk of deposition if he refused. It was 
this last menace from the Suitan which im 
duced the Khedive to give up all hopes of 
support from the Porte, I have in my pos- 
Session two telegrams sent by Arabi to one 
of the Sultan's aides-de-camp. One is dated 
July 18 and the other July 24. In the latter 
of these Arabi informs ie Sultan that Tew- 
fik, having betrayed the Egyptian people by 
associating himself with the British and by 
acting against the Sultan’s wishes. he bas 
been compelled to disregard his authority 
— to unile with others in resisting the in- 
vaders.’ 
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SLAVES IN NEW JERSEY. 


Reminiscences of Uncle Anthony and 
Aunt Betsey. 
New York Times. 

Uncle Anthony Thompson and Aunt Betsey 
Berry are the only persons now living in Es- 
sex County, New Jersey, who were born in 
slavery in New Jersey. Uncle Anthony lives 
in a little weather-beaten cottage near the 
base of Eagle Rock, the highest point on the 
Orange Mountains. In 1883 he purchased 
the place for $800, and he bas lived there ever 
since. He was born in Raritan, Somerset 
County, N. J., in 1798. His mother was a 
slave in the family of the Rev. Philip 
Duryee, of Raritan, and she and her babe 
were sold to David Still, who resold them 
to Samuel M. Ward, of Cranetown, now 
Montclair, in Essex County. Mr. Ward 
died in 1832, after promising to give Anthony 
and his mother their freedom. Mrs. Ward 
died a few months after her husband’s 
death, and then Anthony became a free man 
at the age of 34 years. His mother, who was 
too old to work, was sold at auction by the 
town, that being the custom in those days. 
Authony got ber and cared for her until she 
died. He entered the service of the grand- 
father of the Rev. Dr. Wiiliams, the present 
veverable recior of St. Mark’s Episcopal 
Church in Orange, and he has known five 
generations of the family. Anthony got a 
fair eduéation in the district school, joined 
the Firs Presbyterian Church, of which he 
was ane of the three oldest members until 
he jdined the Second Presbyterian Church, 
and recentivy he went over to the First Re- 
formed Church. His maternal great-grand- 
father was a chief of the Guinea negroes in 
Africa. Astboay has no children, but he 
has been married twice, his second wife be- 
ing @ portly and pleasant woman about 50 
years old, e has large features, coalblack 
eyes, and a frame that was once muscular 
and powertul. 

I never saw a slave whipped in New 
Jersey unless he deserve@ it,” said Uncle 
Anthony toa Times reporter, dut 1 heard 
of some cruelty up in the Dutch settlewents 
about Quackanock and Stone House Plains. 
1 was kindly treated, and, far as I know, 
all the slaves in Essex County had kind mas 
tera. Friends loaned me money to buy 
mother with, and I gave $100 to a young 
man, who bid ber in for sum Up at the 
old Park House. He bled away the 
money and went to the , but. the town 
gave me my mother. She often told me that 
she had seen slave mothers sold away from 
their children in WN Jersey, and 
she bad seen women i sévere- 
ly whipped, in Newark 
and up on

b t my freedom I 
went into the service of ‘Gov.’ Benjamin 
Williams, at Tory Corner, who was the head 
man about Orange. He jowned nearly all 
the land in these parts, aud he settled all the 
dispntes among farmers. His family and 
the Harrison family bought hundreds of 
acres of lami from the Indians for rum and 
old clothes; so the folks used to say. I’ve 
heard Gov. Ben say that when Steve Harri- 
sun wade a tfour-wheeled Wagon people came 
fronj ail parts to see the wonderful! inven- 
tion. Only clumsy ox-caris were known to 
the farmers before that time, and a trip to 
New York was like going to Europe now. 
When I was a small boy,” said Uncle An- 
thouy. all the country detween the moun- 
tain and Newark was almoßt a howling wil- 
derness, with the exception of the few houses 
in Orange and Bivowtield here was no 
tavern until you got to Caldwell, beyond the 
mouptain, or else up at Sume House Planes, 
where young fellows used to drink and dance 
with the girls. Nearly all the land as far as 
rou could see Was owned by the Harrison, 
Uliams, and Dodd — and everybody 
wen to the First Church, in Orange, where 
the slaves were boxed ne ove corner like 


horses in a stall. In the new First Church 
the glaves had a place in gallery.

Aunt Betsey rry was found in her cosy 
home on Main street, in Orange chat- 
ting with the pretty daughter of one of her 
rich) New York neighbors. She had on a 
neat black house cap, a plain dress of brown 
stu with a while linet) collar about her 
ne and her eyes shope like black dia- 
monds when she we ‘excited. For over 
forty years sbe has rented the little house in 
which she lives, and which is neatly fur- 
nished. Her husband died twenty-six years 
ago. He earned bis freedom after they were 
matried. They had twelve children, five of 
whom are living. Aunt Betsey has a kindly 
word for her neighbors, but she is very bit, 
ter against the old tamilies that owned slaves 
up in Bergen County. She likes to have the 
bible read to her, but sbe says that she does 
not believe that the persons who were cruel 
to herin slave days can pow be occupying 
reserved seats in Heaven.” She was born 
at Quockanock, in Bergen County, and is 
now 385 years old. 

Folks as hed slaves bere in New Jersey 
was jest as cruel as the folks in the South,” 
said Aunt Betsy to the Times’ reporter. In 
every place there is good an' bad folks, an’ 
there was guod an’ bad masters and missus 

n New Jersey. Families was broke up and 
sold up in Bergen County in my time, an’ 
my mother was sold awayfrom me when I 
was a wee little baby, so httie that I can’t re- 
member her except like ina dream.

A Queen couldn’t 
be prouder. Before that I married James 
Berry, who was a slave for old Dr. Pierson 
here in Orange, but who was born in the 
Berry faniily. My husband worked out his 
freedom for $400, an’ was five years doin’ it. 
I tell my children that they don’t know what 
it is to live when they grumble about hard 
work. They’d ought to thank God every 
minute that they is free, even if they live on 
one meal a day. Nobody can tell me bow 
vod the masters was in New Jersey, for I 
— what Iseen with my own eyes an' felt 
with my own body. Other slaves had twenty 
times worse times than | had, an’ my lot was 

bad enough.“

A STRANGE COLLAPSE. 


The Remarkable Disappearance of 
Jeanne Duval—AwWwiul Effect of the 
Calabar Bean, 

San Francisco Chronic’e. 

Miss Jeanne Duval, of 1220 0˙ Farrell street, 
was one of the nicest girls that ever breathed. 
Is she could have breathed more easiiy her 
circle of acquaintances might have included 
as many admirers as it contained sympa- 
thisers. As it was, all her friends—and they 
were many—were sympathisers, for Miss 
Duval had an affliction. In two words, the 
poor girl was outrageously fat. Up to the 
age of 5 Jeanne was a fragile little thing, and 
her parents—M. Duval is part proprietor of a 
restaurant on Market street—feeling alarmed 
about the health of their only child, sent her 
to a brother of Madame’s, whio keeps a vine- 
yard in Sonoma County.

But borne down as she was by the 
burden of her obesity, Miss Duval never lost 
the sweet amiabhility of her disposition. She 
preserved that, together witn ber pleasant 
girlish face, and though debarred from 
nearly all the pleasures of society and public 
amusements, she neyer complained, She 
knew that whenever she appeared on the 
streets her Falstaffian figure made her an ob- 
ject of wonder and remark, but she puffed 
complacently along and returned home out 
ot breath, but never outoftemper. It must 
not be supposed, however, that she accepted 
her immensity as incurable, or at least undi- 
minishable.

On the 15th of last April there arrived in 
San Francisco a cousin of the Duvals, Victor 
Cordin by name. Cordin was a queer, vaga- 
bondish fellow who bad been brought up in 
the medical school of Dieppe, who had served 
in Algeria as an army doctor, and who after- 
ward had wandered away to the centre of 
Africa. What he had done there no one ex- 
actly knew, but there were strange stories of 
his having married a chief’s daughter, and.

TRAMP-ARCHITECTURE. 


How Vagcrants Coustruct Winter-Quar- 
ters from Small Trees and Fence- 
Bails—A Bee¢ar-Sculptor’s Work.

Wistar’s woods, near Ardmore Station, on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, for more than a 
year past has been a regular rendezvous for 
tramps. The woods are about a quarter ofa 
mile from the Lancaster road, and embrace 
nearly a hundred acres of wild, unbroken 
forest. Such a wilderness affords stragglers 
all the seclusion and protection that they 
desire. Throtgh the woods flows a 
stream, along the banks of which are high, 
shelving rocks, and fantastic, gnarled 
roots of trees, overhung and intertwined 
with saplings, vines, ferns, and wiid flowers. 
The rocks afford numerous places of shelte 
to the tramps, the roots give them oppor- 
tunity fot the exercise of their skill, while, 
strange as it may sound to some, they were 
not oblivious to the charms of the sylvan 
beauties by which they were surrounded. 
Traces of tramp-occupancy may be seen all 
along the creek. Ip one place several fence- 
raiis have been stretched from stump to 
stump to form benches, the backs being made 
by bending down and interweaving young 
beech-trees and grape-vines. Beech-trees 
and grape-vines also form quite an airy 
rustic bower, within which may be seen 
large, flat, blackened stones piled together 
for a fireplace; several old pots, tin-pans, 
and waiters, while here and there may be 
seen scattered a faded flag. an old boot, ora 
piece of suspender. Perhaps this was a 
summer-house, winter-quarters evidently be- 
ing more substantial, One place wasina 
sortof natural cave, formed by a deep de- 
pression in the earth, overhung by great 
rocks, Here may still be seen the blackened 
„ hearthstone, with the inevitable accom- 
paniment of old tin-pans. From one tree to 
another stretches a piece of telegraph- wire. 
from which are suspended a lantern and a 
hanging-basket filled with moss and vines. 
It would seem that tramps have a taste for 
the beautiful. 

The hut is quite a work of art, constructed 
according to no rules but a tramp’s own 
sweet will. The visitor sees a hollow about 
ten feet square and, six feet deep, the hollow 
being on the side of a hill, which slopes 
above the depression for about fitty feet and 
below it for about fifty more, covered with a 
most luxuriant growth of tall forest-trees, 
a thick underbush, anda carpet of ferns. 
At tne left side and back of the hollow rise 
high rocks, with smooth rpendicular 
faces, and around it grow a dozen or more 
siender young beech-trees, The visitor can 
imagine a tramp or other architect tying 
some of these beech-trees together witb tele- 
graph-wire, bending others against them 
and resting logs and rails upon the wire and 
saplinus by one end, and placing the other 
upon the rocks and swelling und.

The American Product in Engiand. 
Pail Mall Gazette (London.) 

There is one good reason why cheese made 
in the American factories will never deti‘act 
from the popularity of Cheddar, or Cheshire, 
or Stillen. The Americans can imitate 
English cheese admirably in appearance, 
but not in flavor. Our importanons from 
America are consumed chiefly by those who 
do not consider any particular flavor es- 
sential. Whatever may be the case with the 
luxurious few, the average Englisignan is not 
a connoisseur in relation to cheese. There 
are, of course, many lovers of good living, 
whose taste is almost as exquisit in such 
matters as in the article of wine, and who 


wisely insist that cheese should be selected 
with as much ¢are as any other item in their 
delicate repast. But it is not the epicure 
whom the cheesemonger would regard as 
his best customer. Those who are most care- 
ful in the selection of cheese, and who have 
prejudices as to special varieties, ——— 
consume it only in small quantities, regard- 
ing it rather as a relish to a meal than one of 
its main ingredients. The 
the actual cheese-consumer 
taken to be the labor man or 
the artisan who ties up is midday 
meal in a colored handkerchief and devours 
it with the aid of a pocket-knife. Cheese, 
say the French, is the complement of a good 
dinner and the supplement of a one. To 
the laboring map cheese is frequently not 
merely an adjunctto dinner, but dinner it- 
self, Thereis neither an antecedent joint 
nor a subsequent dessert. Bread and cheese 
and beer are the materials of what the Amer- 
icans call “asquare meal,” and the work- 
ingman, being rather omnivorous than criti- 
cal, is less exacting as to quality and flavor 
than as to quantity and price. Undoubted- 
ly, one reason for the great popularity cf 
American cheese among those who cannot 
afford to pay fancy prices is the circum- 
stance that it toasts well. This may be ow- 
ing, as is suggested, to the presence of sur- 
reptitious kinds of fat; but in any case the 
fact remains that even the cheaper varieties 
of American cheese, when placed ina pan 
before the fire, ** mélts like butter.“ On the 
other hand, itis only of the finer varieties of 
the English commodity- that a atable 
Welsh rarebit can be made. If the American 
factories use fat, there are some English 
dairywomen who cannot resist the tempta- 
tion of selling their cream, the consequence 
being that their cheese would not be greatly 
N. — if it were bowled down a mount 

ain side. . 
In England cheese-making has long been a 
stationary art. The farmers have kept to the 
old paths. The Americans, on the contrary, 
have advanced, with all the customary en- 
ergy of their race. Those who remember 
the first importations of American cheese 
will find little cheerfulness in the recollec- 
tion. The first consignments came in great 
barrels, and were only a degree less objec- 
tionable in ap nee than repellant in 
flavor. To the American cheese of the pres- 
ent day they bore much the same relation as 
did the tough rolls of “jerked” beef which 
were sent over from Texas about twenty 
years ago to the fine, healthy-looking quarters 
which are now „ ed supplied to the En- 
glish market. o the exhibition of 1862, 
however, the Americans sent a monstrous 
cheese, which was intended as a gage of bat- 
tle. Thenceforward every consignment im- 
proved on the last in and quality,

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is said of the Lancashire 
cotton operatives that they prefer American 
cheese to any other. There are two reasons 
for this preference. American cheese is 
cheap, it is mild.“ The poorer classes 
of Englishmen are no fonder of strong 
cheese than of “high” game. They do not 
appreciate that biting of the tongue which is 
produced by uefort or old Stilton. The 
extremely wild Gouda, or Dutch cheese, has 
only failed to become popular because it is 
too salt, arid because when toasted it is apt 
to assume the appearance and the consistency 
of leather. 

In the matter of flavor, American cheese, 
manufactured as it is at present, is never 
likely to compete successfully with our own 
dairies. There is a pleasant individualit 
about all kinds of English cheese. Eac 
country has its own method of manufacture. 
The Americans make their cheese in facto- 
ries. If fifty cheeses are turned out at one 
making they will all be exactly alike in 
shape, and size, and color, and flavor. Now, 
in six cheeses com from a Cheshire dairy, 
there will de six varieties of taste. 
Mrs. Poyser, a splendid exampie of 
that tyre of er's wife to 
whom dairy-work is at once a great 
luxury and an inexorable duty, only made a 
cheese now and then. At many farms, even 
when the occu was much more general 
and remunerative than it is now, the rate of 
production was never more than one cheese a 
week. An English — with its cheese- 
press in the corner, and row of shining 
tin pans, and its tub of curds and whey, is, 
as Mrs. Poyser says, a fine sight for them 
as looks on.“ For ſong after it has been 
made an English cheese is crisp and crum- 
bly, and retains the taste of the curds. Then 
it ins to knit ther and to mellow: it 
im proves with keeping, and only gets a really 
rich flavor after it has a vear or so of age.

Ovr Cincinnati svecial yesterday stated 
that the defection from the Republican ticket 
was not confined to the Germans, or to the 
larger cities, but extended to the Americans 
and to the rural districts.

Tux Compulsory Education act in France 
was to go into operation on the 2d inst., and 
the Paris correspondent of the London Times 
notes a curious complication in connection 
with it. Under the act parents are required 
to notify the authorities whether they elect 
home education or the schools for their chil- 
dren, and, if the latter, what schools; and 
the notification must be made at least a fort- 
night before the beginning of the term. The 
Mayoral summons, however, was scarcely in 
any case issued in sufficient time for that 
purpose, and a later date was consequently 
fixed.

A CHIMERA OF 


REFORM. 

When reformers of an eeonemic turn run 
out of other subjects for their renovating 
energies they ustally take up some such 
easy problem as the invention of a universal 
money, justas philological reformers used 
to work over a universal language. A writer 
in the International Review, Mr. Alfred B. 
Taylor, has a mote ambitious scheme. Ile 
proposes the unifieation of weights, moneys, 
and measures, which would in his opinion 
be followed by benefits equal to those which 
have come from the general adoption of the 
Roman alfabet, the Arabic numerals, and 
our written mu 

Mr. Taylor would throw away all the cnr- 
rent systems of ngameration, and would adopt 
a new one whidh he calls the o¢touary, 
which sould take the figure8 as its basis. 
This octonary scale would be applied to 
lines, surfaces, volumes, and weights, ana 
would consequently achieve the desired un“ 
fication of money$, weights, and measures. 
Americans would cease to think of money fh 
terms of cents, dimes, and dollars, and the 
English would give up their pence, shillings, 
and pounds. In place of all these we are to 
have the following, which the author thinks 
would be a “simple money table“:

Part of Mr. Taylor's money reform is the 
adoption of the single gold standard. Our 
confidence in his ability to handle this diffi- 
cult theme is impaired by one of his state- 
ments. In Illustration of what he conceives 
to be the impossibility of maintaining the 
double standard he says that “ the, weight of 
our silver coins (half-dollars) was reduced 
by the act of Jan. 21, 1853, from 206 grains of 
standard silver to 192 grains.” ‘This change 
was made, as he bught to know, only in the 
minor coins, whi¢h were legal-tender only 
up to $5. The silver dollar was not touched. 
In his elucidation of his own octagonal 
or octonary system of moneys, weights, 
and measures Mr. Taylor is exceedingly 
vague, He shows, of course, that it is beau- 
tifully’ symunetriecal. But the symmetry of 
the ready-made paper constitutions which 
Jeremy Benthani prepared for Russia and 
John Locke for Carolina did not give them 
any practical valtße. What would be gained 
in one direction by symmetry would be lost 
a thousand times over in the disturbance of 
methods that haye become ingrained in our 
history, life industry, and mental equipment, 
By the foot of twelve inches for which hé 
would substitute a module of sixteen inches 
are regulated all the distances and surfaces 
of our railroads, our farms, our city lots, our 
furniture, our tools, The political subdivie- 
ions of counties and townships are all built 
up on this unit. 

The point where the writer is strong is in 
his attack on the metrical system. ‘This mis- 
begotten attempt to revolutionize measure- 
ments began with a blunder in its own pri- 
mal measurement of an are of the earth’s sur- 
face. The sentimental efforts of a few “ re- 
formers who were led astray by its novelty 
and symmetry have failed to secure it any 
general recognition, and it is now steadily 
losing ground, Even in France tradesmen, 
in obedience to 4 law of the mind, persist in 
cutting up their métres into halves and quar- 
ters and eighths, disregarding the centimé- 
tres and decimétres of the law of the land. 
As Mr. Taylor points out, the task of con- 
verting all our measurements of inches, feet, 
rods, acres, and iniles into metrical terms is 
an impossible one. But, as he does not polnt 
out, their conversion into “modules” is 
equally out of the question. .

BRITISH FAIR PLAY. 

Fair play has always been the boast of the 
Englishman, but has it been exhibited thus 
far in the settlement of the Egyptian mat- 
ter? Arabi Bey and his Generals have been 
conquered by Sir Garnet Wolseley and Ad- 
miral Seymour. There is no question that 
Gen. Wolseley is a gallant officer, and has de- 
served well of bis country for many cam- 
paigns in the past; and if any glory at- 
taches to the Egyptian victory, which many 
people doubt, it largely belongs to him. Ad- 
miral Seymour fs reported to be a bluff and 
brave old sailor, and as the English navy 
has nat had many opportunities to distin- 
guish itself of fate years there ig no rea- 
son why his bombardment of Alexandria, 
though it was an assault of monsters upon 
pigmies, should not have aroused great enthu- 
siasin in England. There was no question 
for an instant when the war commenced how 
it would end, and the campaign can hardly be 
regarded as mofe than a summer picnic and 
tour through Egypt of the home troops, and 
a change of scene for a few weeks for the 
very first real blow the 
National movement was crushed like an egg- 
shell, and an empty exg-sheli at that. Not- 
withstanding all this, the Government has 
handsomely rewarded its land and water 
heroes with swords and money gifts and 
civic freedom, and the Queen has been gra- 
clously pleased to confer upon them “the dig- 
nity of Barons, in acknowledgment of their 
recent distinguished services.“ and no one 
has found any fault, except some of the Cor- 
servatives, whojattribute the success of the 
two heroes to good luck, and are not over- 
pleased to welrome two fresh Gladstonian 
Liberals in Parliament, for there may be con- 
tinzencies whefe two votes may carry great 
weight with them. 

This is one sifle of the medal. The reverse 
of it is not so pleasant to contemplate. The 
Government t fairly by the conquerors; 
itis not deal fairly by the ¢onquered. 
Call Arabi Bey what it may, it stands upon 
unquestioned record that he represented the 
National party pf Egypt, and that that party 
represented gripvances of no ordinary char- 
acter. They taok up arms for the right of 
representation in their own Government. 
They claimed that they had the right to ad- 
minister that small portion of their budget 
which was no} allotted to the payment of 
foreign bondholders, and with which the 
Controllers had no right to interfere. They 
protested agaist the wholesale removal of 
native officials and the substitution of foreign 
Officials at y increased salaries. Tney 
claimed that foreigners ought to pay their 
share of the taxes, and, more important than 
all these combined, they protested against 
being ground down any longer and stripped 
of the u farthing to pay the claims of 
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weak native races, The Egyptians were 
crushed, and not a Power in Europe lifted its 


hand in their defense. The least that now dan 


be done is for England to see that the con- 


quered have fair play. Is she dolu it? 


Ari Bey and the other Egyptian leaders are 
English prisoners of war, and as such they 
are a sacred trust. Unless they ate found 
guilty of actual crime, their execution, which 
will take place if they are left to the 
Kheaive’s hands, will be simply judicial 
bloodshed without adequate cause, added to 
the bloodshed of a war which was not justi- 
fiable. They are now in prison and are or 
posed to every indignity at the hands of their 
keepers pending their trial, and attempts 
have been made to seeure their assasination 
by those subtle and mysterious processes so 
well known to Oriental officials, and which 
were abundantly used in Kgypt itself under 
the régime of Ismail Pasha whenever he de- 
sired to rid Muniself of the presence of an offi- 
cial who was distasteful to him. The Khedive 
nas already declared that he and Arabi Bey 
cannot live together in the same country. 
Riaz Pasha, his Prime Minister, notorious in 
the past for bis cruelty, has declared a retri- 
butive program as the condition of his re 
maining in Egypt, and a retributive program 
of his maftng means wholesale slaughter. 
Every day the agents of the Khedive are 
spreading térror by proscriptions, arrests, 
and imprisopments. Hundreds of arrests of 
civilians, of Ulemas, and of officials unfler 
the National Government have been made, 
and what their exact fate will be it is safe to 
gay no one will ever know. ‘The people of 
Alexandria, of Cairo, and of other cities are 
in a panic. In the exercise of their personal 
power the | Khedive and his Ministers 
ate arresting not only those who are 
suspected of crime, but those who have 
been conspi¢uously hostile ti them or are op- 
posed to tha restoration of their political re- 
gime. Is this British fairness? The English 
Governmen} is responsible for every man ar- 
rested by Khedive and for his treatment. 
Itis bound by every consideration of hu- 
manity and justice to see that they are not ar- 
rested without sufficient cause and that they 
have a fair trial and the protection of legal 
defense. No protest has yet been made by it 
against the arbitrary course of the Khedive 
and Riaz Pasha, though hundreds of per- 
sons have been arrested, and the number is 
swelled every day, upon no warrant except 
the absolut¢ order of. the Khedive or his Min- 
istry. It is not Hkely that the world will 
ever know what becomes of these victims, but 
England is none the less responsible for their 
fate and far the persecution of Arabi Bey

THE RELATION OF PARTIES. 

The Democratic party corresponds in char- 
acter and career, though not in purpose, to 
the Tory party of England. Its title is a 
misnomer, and to call it conservative would 
be misleading. It is the defensive, inactive, 
dormant party of the country. It originates 
nothing. It is unprogressive. Like Mr. 
Micawber, it is always waiting for some- 
thing to turn up. It opposes new ideas unt- 
formly, claims the advantage of their rejec- 
tion by the people when they are weak, but 
accepts them and abides by them more or 
less restlegsly when they become finally in- 
bedded in the American system. The Dem- 
ocrats are always ready, like the Tories of 
England. to take office when there is conten- 
tion among their opponents, or when a 
dearth of issues leads to political apathy 
among the people and tempts the stagnant 
element to bestir itself. 

An article in the current number of the In- 
ternational Review traces briefly the history 
of Ameriqan parties, and leads up to this 
view of the Democratig position: The Demo- 
cratic party ls the oldest political orgapiza- 
tion in the country, beeause it has been will- 
ing to abide by the early traditions of the 
Government and to Oppose all the changes 
which the other parties have suggested. It 
still clings as far as possibile to the condition 
of things which obtained under the original 
Articles of Confederation. The Constitation 
of the United States was adopted in spite of 


| Democratic opposition, and ever since its 


adoption the Democrats have struggied to 
limit its operation within the narrowest pos- 
sible confines, At first It was the Federal 
party which the Democrats antagonized. 
The Federalists insisted that the Gen- 
eral Government should exercise certain 
sovereign rights which attach to Na- 
tional existence, and they prevailed 
over Democratic resistance up to the point 
where they made mistakes which caused the 
people to trust themselves rather to Demo- 
cratic obstruction and sluggishness than to 
Federal aggression. The alien and sedition 
laws adopted by the Federals were the errors 
which provoked the popular repudiation of 
their party. Then the Democrats came into 
power under Jefferson, which they retained 
for a time by adapting their administration 
of public affairs to the Constitution which 
they had opposed, and which the people 
owed to the Federals. The next party of 
progress which came to the front was the 
Whig party. The volley of internal improve- 
ments—the construction by the General Gov- 
ernment of public roads and canals, the im- 
provement of the rivers and harbors, and the 
development of the country’s resources— 
commended itself to the people, but the Dem- 
ocratic party opposed it. The Democratic 
leaders maintained that this policy was 
at variance with the strict construction 
of the Constitution, upon which they still in- 
sisted. Had any other professional idea 
been brought in issue their resistance would 
have deen the same, The result was that 
the Whig party triumphed, and the Demo- 
crates relapsed into passivity, merely accept- 
ing the verdict of the people and waiting 
until the Whig party should either carry its 
mission to completion or become the victim 
of dissensions. The institution of slavery 
brought about the disintegration hoped for, 
and in the progressive movement, first for 
limiting the extension of slave power and 
next for the abolition thereof, the Democratic 


resistance Was more stubborn than ever, and 


it found @ powerful ally in the wealth and 
selfishnegs of the South, which restored the 
Government to the Democratic party and 
kept it there until slavery, along with State 
sovereignty and secession, was crushed out 
upon the battlefield. 

Ever since the Democratic resistance to 
progress was overcome at the ballot-box 
and by trial of battle the American Tory 
party has awaited a condition of apathy or 
some new disturbance to bring it into power. 
It pretends to have accepted all that has 
been accomplished by the Republican party; 
its platforms of today embody most of tne 
principles the Republicans contended for and 
established; but it offers no new ideas. It 
has gained a revival of hope this year from 
the dissensions in the Republican ranks, and 


finds a new provocation for resistance in the’

If 
the Kepublican party were to become identi- 
fied with the prohibition cause and urge it as 
anew clement of progress, then, indeed, the 
Democ would have something to fight;

prohibition craze will prove to be ephemeral. 
It will not develop the strength of the 
Granger agitation or the Greenback folly, 
but will soon drop back to about the same 
level as the anti-Masoule movement. There 
is no danger the Republican party will 
go down if. such shallow waters. 

There is one important consideration which 
is to be added to the historical theory which 
has been advanced. Mere inanition as to 
issues is not so likely to throw the Goverh- 
ment into the hands of the Democrats now 
as it was when the Fedéral and the Whiz 
parties had completed their work. The ad- 
ministration of the offices is today a matter 
of fargreater import than it was thirty or 
forty years ago. 80 loug as Demacratic suc- 
cess has nothing tangible to offer the people 
in the way of progress or improvement, the 
threat of a revolution in the civil service and 
the widespread disturbance which it would 
produce are formidable objections to a change 
of parties. In England the Tory party seems 
to come naturally into power whenever the 
Liberal party has nothing new to offer or 
precipitates an issue whieh proves to be un- 
popular; bat achange lu parties there involves 
no change in the system or the personnel 
of the civil service; the businesses of Govern- 
ment proceeds upon the same methods and is 
conducted by the same capable and expe- 
rienced persons. Democratic success in this 
country, on the other hand, threatens the 
summary reusoval of 100,000 employés who 
have had special preparauon for the work in 
which they are engaged, and the substitution 
of 100,000 inexperienced persons who will 
bring no higher qualification to their respon- 
sibilities than the service they have per- 
formed in running primaries or packing con- 
ventions. The Republican party must needs 
make some very grave error to induce the 
American people to risk the cénséeauences of 
such a change, It the civil service of the 
United States were established upon @ per- 
manent business basis, assufing tenure of 
office during good behavior, promotion for 
merit, and the filling of vacancies upon a test 
of fitness, the prospect of Democratic tri- 
umph would be less alarming and more prob- 


able,

THE NEW YORK CANALS. 

In a recent interview the policy of the rail- 
roads towards the public was summed up 
by Mr. Vanderbilt, the greatest of our rail- 
road kings. How shrewdly and merciiesly 
this policy, so frankly confessed, is carried 
out is shown in the measures deliberately 
taken by the railroads in New York to kill 
off the Erie Canal. Their agents procured 
the adoption of a constituhonal amendment 
limiting the éxpenditures on the canals in 
any year to their profite in the preceding 
year. No matter what the emergency which 
reduced the receipts below thé expetises, no 
matter if a break in the banks were made by 
any cause, the Legislature cannot appropriate 
one dollar to keep this great waterway alive. 

With this constitutional provision. in force 
the railroads have gone to work to cut down 
tne business of the Erie Canal by every 
means to losing figures. They have succéed- 
ed. It has been officially reported by the 
State officer in charge of the canals that they 
must be closed if the Constitution is not 
changed. To prevent such a calamity as 
the closing of highways which have cost the 
people of the country $125,000,000, a constit u- 
tiotial amendment has been proposed, to be 
yoted on at the coming election. It makes 
the canals free of tolls and places their main- 
tenance at tha charge of the State like other 
public works 

This amendment the railroad capitalists 
have doomed to defeat. It would enable the 
wheat and corn of the West to continue to be 
shipped to Earope at water rates instead of 
rail rates. It would help the public. Agents 
of the railways are at work all over the 
State. Both party platforms, the letters of 
acceptance of both candidates have been by 
the railroad power kept silent or nave skulked 
this the most importcnt practical question be- 
fore the voters of the State. Neither polit- 
ical machine will furnish affirmative ballots 
by which the citizens may vote for free 
canals. The Merchants’ Exehange of New 
York has taken up the issue against the rail- 
roads, but, a private and comparatively poor 


organization, it cannot cope with the gigantic . 


pecuniary power of the railways. 

It is greatly to be feared that the free- 
canal amendment will be lost, and that there 
will therefore be no canals. Every business- 
man knows that with the spring opening of 
navigation railroad rates between Chicago 
and New York are lowered. With the win- 
ter closing of navigation they are as surely 
raised. The railroads are gow plotting to 
destroy the canals. They want the public to 
pay winter rates ali the year. They propose. 
in effect, to do what the Constitution of the 
United States does not allow Congress to do 
~—levy an export tax on the products of the 


West.

European Ideas About Our People and 

} Oar Ways, 

Margery Deane in Bost un Tranecript, 

It was in a Nurembera horse-car that we 
ladies opened our map lu the guidebook. and 
called forth by the act this remark from a 
gentle tlemen who thought we understood no. 
German. Me turned upon us a most flat- 
tering look of respectful admiration and said 
to bis eompanion: That is the way the 
Auwerican women get about the world. They 
start out alone, consult their maps, ' go 
ahead, and seem to enjoy themselves beyond 
any women alive. I must say! like it in 
them.” But the other gentleman gave his 
shoniders a significant German shrug, and 
replied that it didn’t quite suit his idea of 
woman’s vocation. Lam sure he was com- 
paring us unfavoraply with his own 
good Hausfrau, very Ilkely at home 
that moment concocting a favorit dish 
for, his supper, or knitting in the 
gartien, gossiping harmiesly with a 
nelghbor perhaps, and pr bably wearing 
che same stolid expression when abroad that 
he other women in this same herse-car 
wore at that moment. Yesterday I read in 
an Austrian paver, in the correspondence of 
a contributor now in America, a most flat- 
terug article concerning American ladies. 
It has an apologetie tone, however, 
which is a litle annoying, tor natur- 
ally we do not know the need of 
ug apologized for, though | am aware 
ha We are not altogecier esteemed in Ger- 
man households, were we have the reputa- 
ion of beimg poor housekeepers and lacking 
domestic qualities dear to the German heart. 
My observVauen teaches me that we are much 
veler housekeepers than the German wom- 
vn. In e first place, we have three times ine 
house to Keep. itis true, we are not always 
iauging about a kitchen or noting down ex- 
pelises in a book. but àa good general makes 
litle noise. This correspondent says; Were 
it legal for me to have two wives 1 wound 
lake one American, the other a Uerman. The 
first IL would keep upon a pedestal [he would 
have a good time, I fancy, keeping her sta- 
wopary), a would worship her from a 
distance. due would wear the beautiful 
clothes, and always delight my eye; but the 
German should be my housekeeper and the 
mother of my children, American women 
direet their househvids only, While our wom- 
en are not afraid to pee their hands to work.” 
As lor that matter, I am as proud of being a 

wood ruler as a Common soldier, and find it 

uch mere agreeavie. We are told in this 

ruicle that we ure cultured, beauuful, and 
wuniable, but not domestic. How does the 
New-bugland housekeeper like that? 

0 levi annoyance very often at the er 
ronieous impressions we find among for- 
vigners ot American women as a whole. 
Last night, ata friend’s, | met an Enwiish 
Eick of the aristocracy—a clever, frank girl 
who looked me _ astraight in the face 
and said: “Your Amurican girls are 
0 pretty, but always so fast, you 
know.” if ou are wise you never argue 
with an Englishwoman. “ Your English is 
nef 80 bad,” she said again, but it does 
amuse me to hear you Americans talk.“ In 

next breath she asked me if I thought a 
vortuin court. beauty, who was present, had 
gohe off in her looks since I saw her last. 
and if 1 didn’t think Oscar Wilde was quite 
nasty (pronounced nawsty). 

Tuat we are imposed upon because we are 
Americans and ladies is very true. If a 
cogchman asks us the first time we tarilf 
price, it is a matter of surprise to us; if our 
vill is not a third more at every hotel than it 
would be for a native, we feel like reward- 
img the ig@jdiord on the spot. In one hotel 
we orde some melon. For three slices 
we were Charged 75 cents. We were assured 
that melons only grew under glass in Ger- 
many. A halft-nouar later we found them in 
the warket-place—we always go through the 
markets—for 15 cents rach. 

We got a list of private lodgings, and the 
llunt began to be exciting. We had acuance 
to see how the middle classes, who let lodg- 
ings during this crowded time, live, and 1 
assure you the American housekeeper who 
takes care of her own house need not be 
ashamed of her house and housekeeping as 
colw pared to those of these “ turifty, domes- 
tic German wives.” We picked our way 
pretty daintily up and down a good many 
staircases. “ What is everybody's business 
is novody’s, business,” is an vid saying, and 
it certainly applies to these hails and stair- 
cases which are used in common by halt a 
dozen families. Apartments, neat endigh, 
even pretty, were reached by such villainous 
passageways that we were almost discour- 
N when at last we found a woman that 
did not par beds in her best parlor. 

his ing a parlor, there was gas in it. 
Having been converted into a sleeping-room 
1 was turned off at the metre and two 
candles stood upon the centre table. We at 
onee begged for gaslight, and the good soul 
looked incredulous, as it possible that we 
demanded gasligut in our sleepi apart- 
ment? We signified our great willingness 
to pay the extra expense, and the 
was turned on.

We locked the door, lighted 
and reveled in a luxury we 
bad not found before on the Continent, and 
don’t expect to tind again.

Lhe belonging to the wealthiest of the no- 
bility—l never saw a dath-ruom, and r 
wade an evening toilet except by candle- 
licht, two wax candies beme consid- 
ered sufficient. Imagine a Back Bay 
belle making a dall toilet by the 
light of two wax candies! It is with 
incredulous faces these people listen to my 
accounts of our daily ase of the telephone. 
Only yesterday a somewhat pompous German 
said to us, We invent these things, but you 
Americans apply them to your every-day 
use.” Under her breath I hea ne of the 
yuartet say, “I should smile.” tola me 
later that only politeness forbade her hurl- 
ing steamboats and telegraph-poles at his 
head, and chat she was surprised into a slang 
expression she had never been guilty of in 
her life before. 

An Austrian baroness told me yesterday 
that a friend of ours of whom | was asking— 
who had died mysteriously—had possibly 
died from an American duel. I begged her 
to explalu what an American duel was like, 
and she looked at mein amazement, having 
a firm belief that most Americans died 
in that manner. It seems here 
in Austria it is not uncommon, 
though considered a most cowardly 
thing to do, for two antagonists to draw lots 
by means of two balls, one Diack and the 
other white, to decide which shall put an 
end to his life. He who gets the biack ball 
must kill himself in some way. This is al- 
ways termed an Amerikanerische duel, and 
isa manner of settling difficulties, and going 
out of this world, supposed to prevail very 
generally in America.

It may be that 
the rich tones of a fine Stradivarius or Guane- 
rius are due largely to their age, and that the 
exquisit mellow quailty which we fud in 
thew Is the acquisition of years. Guillaume, 
who was, in his time, a celebrated Paris 
maker, is now in disrepute because the fine 
tone which he imparted to his instruments 
was not lasting. He had some process for 
medicating the woud of his instruments that 
gave them strength and sottness of tune, but 
age, instead of improving thein,impaired their 
quality. Then, again, the tune of instruments 
svews to result from happy chance adjust- 
ments of their parts which cannot be repeated 
with anv certainty.

be applied to the strings. There are cele 
brated makers of bows as well as of instru- 
ments. The Lupot bow is famous. The 
maker is a Frenchman, who flourishedin the 
ii st quarter of this century. He got hold of 
a fine lot of Pernambuco wood, and all his 
bows were made uf selected pleces. ＋— 
Lupot bow is worth 8100. An orrlinay 
bow, which would look as if it were just as 
good can be bought for $5. 

It is a hard thing to get hold of a fine 
old tustrument,” the virtuoso went on, the 
co * sounding in melancholy 
chords un his ing fingers. I be 
lieve 1 told you chat Wilneimj plays a Strad- 
ivarius. Remepyi bas quite 8 dut 
generally plays an Amati, Ole Bull had a 
large violin by one of the earliest makers ot 
the Cremona school, Gaspardda Salo. Some 
tine instruments are in the h of ama- 
tours. Assistaut-Seeretary-of-State Huuter 
has a violonceilo of Stradivarius tone, if not 
of that make. Ex-Mayor Havemeyer, of 
New York, although not himself a 
cello player, I believe, paid about $2,500 
for a Gananerias, It is the rich amateur 
who runs up the price ef such lustrumend 
until they are out ot the reach of the poor 
artist. There is a manufacturer of garden 
tools in Hartford who has a splendid collee- 
tion of violius, and yet, so far as his own 
playing is concerned, an ordinary fiddle 
would do him just as well as a Stradivarius. 
in his collection is the famous King Joseph 
Guanerius violm. It is a wonderful instru- 
ment. I can't deseribe to you power, 
softness, and sweetness of its tones. They 
are exyulsit. I suppose he could get $4,000 or 
85,000 for thas violin at any time. It 
is almost impossible to appreciate the 
value of suc an instrument. 
He has a collection of ft 
that would bring frou $1,500 to 5. 
instru wents could bebetter cared for than 
those of his coliecstion; but, Strange as ii 
may seein, there are persons with a mania 
fur collecting instruments whe don't kuow 
how to take care of them when they prt 
them. I knewa Baltimore collector who had 
violins all over his house, often it places 
where they were liable to be bruken at any 
time. I was up-stairs in his house once, 
and was going to sitdown on a hed, when 
he shouted to me to look out—that a violin 
was in there.

Arrest of a Gang of Counterfeiters in 


Indiana—Many Others Are 
Under Suspicion. 


Bpesal Disvaten to The OMeace Trbune 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 14 For nearly 
two years now the secret service of ihe Treas 
ury Department has been engaged in la- 
veigling into the tolls the members of a 
gang of counterfeiters who bave made their 
headquarters in Tipton County, forty miles 
north of this city, and last night their efforts 
culminated in the arrest of the largest num- 
ber of counterfeiters ever captured at one 
time. For years Ti County has been a 
hotbed for the pro of counterfeiters, 
but until the present tine the authorities 
were unable to secure the evidence necessary 
to a successful prosecution of the criminals. 
Nearly two years ago a young man named R. 
D. Hobbs informed Special-Agent Rathbone 
that he had reason to believe that the work 
of counterfeiting was being prosecuted in 
Tipton County, and that with the proper au- 
thority he could procure sufficient evidence 
to warrant the arrest of the suspected ones. 
He was set at work under Rathbone's guid- 
ance, and, by forfeiting the respect of his 
friends and his old associates, after months 
of careful scheming gained the confidence of 
the parties and made numerous purchases of 
the “queer.” Eight months ago William W. 
Kennoek. one of the best detectives in the 
service, took a band, and appeared at 
Tipwn as lumber-buyer. To the coulacker 
be was introduced as a prominent counier- 
teiter from Chicago. Tuesday Raibbone re- 
ceived word that James A. Campbell, Har- 
vey Goodpastor, and William ull were 
about to leave Lipton, ostensibly for a hunt 
in Cass County, but really, it is belleved, to 
flee from the wrath they thought was com- 
hathoune and two offivers were on the 


the fact becoming public. precipi- 
tated matters somewhat, but Hobbs and 
Kenvook succeeded in bring: all the 
members of the gang to Tipton last 
nizht, and there, by skilltul mauipula on, 
delivering hein by twos and threes into we 
hands of the officers, headed vy United States 
Marshals Fuster and Ratnbone.

Haworth is a resident ot 
Hamilton County, and is the son of Isaac 
Haworth, who was sent Norch for counter- 
fviting oy Judge Gresham a year ago.

The ar- 
rested parties represent many different occu- 
patioms and ranks of life. Jasper Wright is 
the Assistant Saperiniendent of the count 
poor farm. His drocher lives in Eliwe 
Booth is a druggist of Kempton. He was a 
particular frieud of E. M. Davis, another 
member of the gang, who deeame 
involved with a woman of the town in 
this city some months agu, and 
his counterfelting was then discovered, and 
he was sent overthe road. Shove is a law- 
yer, and Johnson was recognized as me 
leader. A minister even was wixed up in 
the affair, and many vbeople who are sup 
posed w be repulable ci'izens are connected 
so intimately with the workings of the gang 
that they are under suspicion. There were 
four “wilis” at different parts of the county, 
turning out nickels, quarters, halves, 
dollars—some of the work ver 
their productions quite passable. inolds 
and a great quantity of the coin was secured by 
the officers. the friends of. the prisoners 
threaten Hobb’s life, and by advice of 
Rathbone he sold all his property in the 
country and has now gone East, where he 
will remain until the

more genuive than counterfeit coin was in 
circulation. The officers feel especially

Pup D. Armour, the well-known mer- 
chant, and the head of the largest packing 
concern in the world, was interviewed yes- 
terday regarding the shipment of dressed 
peef to the East, and in the course of the in- 
terview furnished the reporter with the fol- 
lowing interesting facts concerning the en- 
te: prise and the measures about to be taken 
by bis firm: 

“Is it true that your firm is going to em- 
bark in the enterprise on an extended scale“ 

Tes, we have been shipping more or less 
meat for à year past, and are now preparing 
to go luto the business on a large scale. We 
find that the refrigerator beef is 
meeting with great success among 
the Eastern consumers, and there is every 
indication that the time Ls close at hand when 
the major part if not all Of the butchering 
will be done in the West. The facilities for 
slaughtering are far superior to those in the 
East, for they have no slaughtering houses 
vn so extensive a Sale as we have nere.

There are several reasons. We get $1.50 
per buileck more for the oifal here, aud from 
one to two cents more per pound for the 
hides here, and from four to five cents per 
pound more for the ta!low, and so on 8 
we different departments of the work.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was rather less active 
than on Thursday, though there was still a fair 
inquiry, with little change in rates. Some 
quoted the market a shade easier at 6@5 per 
cent, with most of the transactions at 6@7 per 
cent. The country applications for rediscounts 
were rather numerous, indicating but s light 
movement of produce from first bands in the 
pear future. 

Eastern exchange was atrifie weaker. Some 
sales were made early between banks at 20 
premium per $1,000, but the later transactions 
were mostly at par.

Sterling exchange was a sbade firmer at 
Wednesday's figures. Posted rates were 48166

The stock market in New York was generally 


lower early in the day, except on Iilinois Cen-

This stock bas never been listed or 
reported in the company’s statemeut as part of 
its capital. The loan matures in 18385, and the 
company has provided for redemption bounds 
and consequently stock released by the city.

COMMERCIAL. 


The lehding produce markets were less active 
yesterday except corn, and generally tended 
downwards after a strong opening. Corn was 
wanted, but was unloaded so freely by leading 
longs that it weakened badly, and other things 
fell back in sympathy, though the receipts of 
grain were light.

London reported red 6d per 
quarter higher, and private advices noted more 
strength iv the Old Worid,w hile our receipts were 
small. But the only export orders apparent 
were ror No. 3, and there were very few specu- 
lative orders either to buy ortosell, The carly 
advance was predicted on the small receipts, and 
the later decline was mostly in aympathy with 
coru. No.3 winter was firmer and No. 3 spring 
steadier under a fair shipping demand. The

A MINING SENSATION. 


Lieut.-Gov. Tabor, of Colorado, Arrest- 
ed on a Charge of Swindling—A Bit of 
Mining Experience in the Oarbonate 
Belt. 

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 11.— The Tribune of 
this city publishes the news of the arrest of 
Lieut.-Gov. Tabor, of Colorado, in Philadel- 
phia, on the charge of having swindled the 
purchasers or stockholders of the Iowa 
Gulch Mining Company in the Scooper deal. 
The Scooper miue is located at Leadville. It 
was sold to the Philadelphia people in the 
fall of 1879. The Tribune, in commenting 
upon the affair, says the Philadelphia com- 
plainants have made a mistake in arresting the 
Governor, as he had nothing whateyer to be 
with the transactions, more than to give his 


son the money necessary to cover the bond 


and carry through the deal. It was Maxcey 
Tabor and Maj. Bonta who bonded the mine 
and sold it. The Governor was never iden- 
tified with itin any manner. Those in Den- 
ver who are acquainted with the affair re- 
gard the Governor’s arrest and detention 
more in the light of a good joke than any- 
thing else. The Scooper,mine was discov- 
ered in 1877 by Pete Klinefelter and George 
Washburne. They worked on it for two 
years and found nothing. One day in the 
old discovery shaft a small vein of black 
matter was discovered, and, upon tracing it, 
it led up to a full level breast of chloride ore 
that ran thousands of dollars to the ton. 
After several tons had been produced and 
treated, and while the level still exposed 
an immense body of the ore, Klinefelter and 
Washburne closed the shaft and opened ne- 

otiations for the sale of the mine. Maxcey

the Philadelphia people, who are now claim- 
ing. that they were swindled.

CITY OF MITCHELL, 
where I am now writing. Mitchell, the 
county-seat of Davidson County, is situated 
613 miles from Chicago and seventy-ine miles 
from the eastern boundary of Territory, 
on the main line of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad, as stated above. It is 
in the James River Valley—one of the rich- 
est sections of the .Territory—three miles 
west of the river itself, and one and one-half 
miles west of Firesteel Creek, which empties 
into the river a little below here. The 
county round about is a rolling prairie. 
The town-site is so situated that good drain- 
age is made very casily. ‘The town Was 
platted in the summer of 1879. The first 
house in town was bauled here in Septem- 
ber, 1819, by teams from the old town of 
Firesteel, on the Jim River, three miles 
east, which was abandoned as Mitchell was 
started. The growth of the place has been 
very rapid, until now the population is esti- 
mated at from 1,800 to 2,000, and is still in- 
creasing. While the growth has been rapid, 
indications are thatithas been permanent. 
The buildings erected have mostly been well 
built. Most of them are of wood, while 
others are of brick, and several a e of stone. 
A fair — of brick, high- colored, is made 
right here—the soft brick  selli at 
$10 per 1,000, and the hard brick at 
$20. The stone buildings are mostly built 
with chalkstone, which is found in abund- 
ance along the Firesteel a mile and a half 
from town. Another and better quality of 
puilding-material used is reddish sandstone, 
very bard and durable, found ia abundance 
some half a dozen miles away. A fine sehool- 
house and four churches now grace the city, 
and another church is contemplated. Two 
banks are in successful operation, and two 
more are now being constructed. A $20,000 
court-house is well on the road to comple- 
tion; and, with a commendable spirit of en- 
terprise, a 1 4 — line is now being put 
in, and will be in operation very soon. 
: THE UNITED STATES LAND-OFFICE 
at this place—of which the Hon. Hiram Bar- 
ber, of Chicago, is iver, and the Hon. 
William Letcher, of Ohio, is Register—on 
Sept. 22 closed its business above Township 
Range 108, and turned all business on its 
books north of that range over to the United 
States Land-Oflice district whose headquar- 
ters are at Huron, sixty miles north, where 
business was first opened this week. 

The Chicago. Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
road Compauy has surveyed for a road froin 
Yankton up the James River Valley, through 
Huron and 100 or more miles beyond; but 
for some reason it is slow about building it. 
A little piece, sixteen miles north from here 
to Letcher, has been completed, and 
trains run out there twice “4 
week — ———5 and Saturdays 
there is also a small stretch built north and 
south from Aberdeen; but below here to 
Yankton the road has not been opened, and 
will probably not be this fall, although no 
ove seems to know whether it will be or not. 
For some reason unknown to every one, and 
much to the disgust of some people, the 
company has hada party of surveyors run- 
ning a line in a northwesterly line from 
Letcher toward Bismarck, on Northern 
Pacific, as though it was about to abandon 
the old route surveyed throngh Huron, and 
steer for Bismarck. Of course the Huron- 
ites are the disgusted people, as they cer- 
tainly would be left in the lurch should the 
road not be built through there. 

Before closing it would be well to state 
that the people of Mitchell are living some- 
what in hopes that, when the southern part 
of the Territory is admitted as a State, this 
place would be selected 

AS ITS CAPITAL. 
That matter, of course, however, is all in 
the future, and cannot be settled for some 
time to come. With all the rest of the good 
things in Mitchell, its inhabitants are a wide- 
awake; go-ahead sort ef people, who are 
bound to be heard from sometime. Society 
here is good. The weather here for some 
time before last Tuesday night, when it 
rained a little, was pretty dry; but quite a 
heavy rain set in last night, and is still pour- 
ing down upon us—a welcome visitor to the 
ane which, though dry, has not suffered 
adly.

THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Difficulties to Be Overcome—Dangers 
from Ficods and Earthquakes—Great- 
er Advantages of the Nicaragua Route. 

To tne Editor of the New York Tribune. 
WASnINe rok. D. C., Oct. 12.—In speak- 

ing of the Panama Canal, well has a 

writer in the Tribune said: There are 

no inland seas to be tound in the hollow of a 

desert, as at Timsah and the Bitter Lakes“; 

but instead an extreme elevation of 300 feet 
above the sea, and for a distance of five 


miles a mean depth of cut of more than 200 


feet to make the sea level canal at Panama. 
He should have added that, instead of a mean 
yearly rainfall of less than two inclies, as at 
Suez, there is at Panama one of 124 inches; 
that, too, over a considerable watershed of 
very steep slopes, which send roaring tor- 
rents into the Chagres, raisimg that river 
forty feet or more in afew hours, and mak- 
ing acurrent of eight miles an hour as low 
down as the railroad bridge, from foot-hilis 


to foot-hills, with the railroad bed some 
eight or ten feet below the surface of the 
water. M. de Lesseps proposes to make a 
dam across that river, one mile in length and 
148 feet high, to restrain this flood, and then 
to lead it off qgietiy by means of an outlet. 
Should the reservoir formed by this dam be 
insufficient to hold the waters—as iticertainly 
would be were It constructed—two-thirds of 
the volume of water that pours over Nigar- 
agua would in extreme floods pour over ‘this 
dam into this ¢anal lying 200 feet below the 
crest of the dam. 

de Lesseps asserted that earthquakes 
were quite unknown on the Isttimus of 
Panama; yet, on the day he sold his bonds, 
and for several weeks thereafter, violent 
shocks occurred, doing great damage along 
the line of the projected canal and in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the proposed dam. Were 
the dam made, and were an earthquake to 
fracture ita deluge would sweep the canal 
from ocean fo ocean that would destroy 
every living béing on the low grounds and 
every vessel that might be in the canal. The 
breaking of the mill-dams in New England, 
some years agb, having a head of only fitty 
feet, would give some idea of the desolation 
that would follow the breaking ofa dam 
four times that hight. Then, in the deep 
cut through rock, with nearly perpendicular 
slopes, as proposed, five miles in length and 
more than 200 feetin hight, the rocky sides 
if loosened by an earthquake would fall into 
the canal in vast masses. 

Col. McAlpine, one of the ablest hydraulic 
engineers now living, estimates the labor and 
material on this sea level canal at $500,000,- 
000. Incidental expenses would double this 
sum; and, wee the canal actually made, in- 
stead of being vermanent, the causes above 
nawed, that the silt from floods in the many 
streams fall into this line of drainage 
would make it impossible, in the opinion of 
Sir John Hawkshaw, to maintain) this sea 
level canal ina navigable condition. M. de 
Lessebs should be let alone and spend or hold 
all the money that ignorant or silly people 
may give him, and should be allowed to dig 
without let or hindrance as long as he can 
find unwise wen who will goto Panama, 

At this time in Paris they talk of making a 
canal with lo¢ks. If they adopt Sull's plan, 
which is probably the only practicable one, 
they will have to lock up ten feet higher 
than the Nicaragua route, and will then have 
nearly double the amount of excavation to 
make, as shown in detail by the twosurveys 
made by the same officers. But double the 
amount. of work cannot be executed at 
double the amount of cost. There is no ma- 
terial for construction on the Isthmus of 
Panama, while the best of stone, hydraulic 
and other lime. timber, etc., art to be found 
on or near the line of the Nicaragua Canal. 
The estimate of the cost of a lock canal at 
Panama made by Sull is $75,609, 108, and on 
the Niearagua route $41,130,000, on a common 
basis for labor and material. 

M. Bianchet, now in Paris. and some 
months ago on the Isthmus of Panama, pub- 
lishes that Bionne. Blanchet, Etienne, and 
Bertrand, men of distinction, and 150 others, 
engineers, superintendents, and clerks, had 
died previous’ to May 1, 1882. The corre- 
spondent of the Baltimore Sun states that 
ten officers the Panama Canal Company 
died on the isthmus during the month of 
August last. M. de Lesseps has subsidized 
the entire préss of France, he pays enormous 
commissions to place his bonds: and, until 
he falls to oljtain money, he will be styled 
“the greatest engineer living.” When he 
can no longer sell * bonds, no epithet will 
be considered too vile to bestow on the man 
who will bave financially ruined thousands 
of ignorant persons, deceived by published 
statements. 

An intelligent person who chooses to do 
so can establish the truth of the following 
propositions from reliable surveys supported 
by the opinions of the ablest engineers: 

First—That a sea-level canal at Pauama is 
not commercially practicable. 

Second—That a lock canal at Panama is 
practicable, having nearly double the amount 
of labor for a canal via Lake Nicaragua to be 
executed in 4 region where yellow and other 
deadly fevets constantly exist, with the dis- 
advantages of having to carry to the isthmus 
all of the material for construction: as build- 
ing stone, itydraulic and other lime, timber, 
ete., and the laborers from wherever they 
may be obtainable, 

Third—Should the canal be constructed it 
would probably have a deficient water sup- 
ply for two months per year for three years 
out of a peribd of ten years. 

Fourth—That no sailing vessels would at- 
tempt the transit. * 

Fitth—That this canal must come into com- 
petition with one constructed via Lake Nicar- 
agua at certainly less than one-third of the 
cost, which would at all times have a super- 
abundant water supply and so fayored geo- 
graphically and by other physical conditions 
as to give a free transit for sailing vessels.

Session of the Evangelical 
Alliance. 


Addresses by Prominent Divines on a 
Number of Interesting 
: Subjects. . 


‘a very large audience assembled in Far- 
well Hall at the opening of the second day’s 
session of the Christian Convention. At 9 
a.m. the ministers held a Bible meeting in 
the parlor on the fourth floor, which was led 
by the Rev. Mr. Taylor, of Peru, III. Prompt- 
ly at 10 o’elock Mr. E. W. Blatchfora opened 


the convention. The Rey. W. C. Willing, . 


D. D., and the Rev. Luke Hitehcock, D. P., 
led in prayer. Mr. Blatchford read a cable- 
gram from Mr. D. L. Moody, now in Paris. 
it was: “ Christians here are praying for the 
convention. See Acts, I., 8.“ 0 

The Rev. C. II. Fowler, D. D., ot New 
York, spoke of 

“OUR MARCHING ORDERS.” 

He referred to the in stitution of the chureh 
by Christ and the command to go forth and 
preach. Its growth was like that of man 
from childhood—like the stream which 
swelled to a magnificent river. Christ’s 
marching order was, Go forth, and I will 
be with you always.” God had opened the 
way for His people to carry the Word to the 
heathen in all lands. the heathen needed 
above all things the preaching of the gospel, 
and there was no need to apologize for the 
missionary work of the church. He 
believed in a supernatural religion 
in this day as of old. Some 
claimed that there were heathen enough at 
home needing care, but the speaker did not 
believe thig was true. Knowing both New 
York and Chicago very well, he did not be- 
heve that there were any heathen, properly 
socalled in either city. There were many 
wrecked men, but they were not heathen. 
They knew what was right, but they refused 
to do righü If a dozen murderers were se- 
lected from the station-houses and jails, it 
would be found that they had a better know!l- 
edge of God and of the gospel than was 
possessed by any dozen heathen that 
ever lived, even though ‘Aristotle, 
Plato, Confucius, and other heathen philos- 
ophers were included in the twelve, it was 
not true either that the heathen were too far 


away to be reached, for by means of the tele- 


graph the money subscribed in Anierica for 
a mission in Hindostau could be delivered to 
the mission the day before it was subscribed. 
The objection that it cost so much to convert 
the heathen was not well founded, All the 
inoney ever subscribed by Christian nations 
for foreian missions had been returned to 
them a huhdred-fold in commerce, for the 
gospel had opened heathen lands to com- 
merce as well as to religion. England had 
done more for the heathen than any other 
nation and had met with its material reward, 

Dr. Fowler quoted statistics to show the 
wonderful development of missionary work 
this century. In the second decade only 
$200,000 was subscribed, but from 1820 to 1830 
over $900,000 was given. In the succeeding 
decade this had swelled to $5,000,000, in the 
next to $8,000,000, and so on until iu ten 
years, 1870 to 1830, they gave $48,000,000,

Rainsford, of London, spoke on 

„un LORD’S PRAYER FOR HIS PEOPLE.” 
He dwelt zt length on the great unity which 
existed between God and His church; per- 
sonal union between Christ and His follow- 
ers. Without this vital union, there could 
be no Curfetianity Dr. Rainsford made a 
fervent Hiblical address, appealing most 
earnestly to his hearers to accept the salva- 
tion so freely offered them. 

The Rey, Aaron Gurney led in prayer, a 
collection Was taken up, and the noon pray- 
er-meeting was begun. The Rev. E. P. 
Goodwin, D. D., spoke on The Holy 
Spirit as Related to Service’ He 
said that Christ always reminded 
His disciples of the work He had to do. 
Wisst ye! not that I must be about my Fath- 
er's business?“ He said, and again, As my 
Father seat me so I send you.“ Jesus Christ 
was qualified for His work by being anointed 
of the Holy Spirit. Every deed He wrought 
was wrought of the Spirit. In the Seriptur- 
al conception men were to be qualified of the 
Spirit. The speaker believed that the Holy 
Spirit was. promised fer a comforter for all 
time, 

The remainder of the noon session was de- 
voted to a prayer and praise service. 

The Rev. W. X. Ninde, D. D., presided at 
the afternoon meeting, and in his opening 
address tqok occasion to denounce a tract 
which wasp being distributed at the door by a 
firm of advertising publishers. Its title was 
“Our Responsibility as Christians,” and the 
convention did not consider it orthodox. 
After singing and prayer it was voted to send 
a reply to D. L. Moody's cablegram as fol- 
lows: “ Have united in prayer for Paris. See 
Ephesians, iii., 20-21.” 

THE REV. DR. MACKAY, 

of Hull, Kugland. a Scotehman of the Seots, 
spoke on“ The Christian Living on Earth.’ 
He held that Christian living must be based 
on theWdrd of God and inspired directly 
from Henven. Le read a humber of pas- 
sages ot Scripture in support of his views, 
and 15 — his hearers to come to the foot 
of the ‘Throne with supplication. 

The Rey. William Faweett, pastor of 
Grace Methodist Chureh, Chicago, spoke on 
** Evangelistic Forces.“ He said that the 
mantie of infidelity and cold indifferentism 
oversiadowed the evangelistic church. But 
he believed that a better day was coming, 
and the remedy for this state of things was 
the spreatl of evangelistic truth. They were 
ready to confess that their holy Christianit 
had made but little progress, but they ho 
for better things. ‘They looked for the com- 
ing of ithe Deliverer. The evangelistic 
church looked forward to a time when 
Christ would be recognized as the victor. 
This spirit animated the church of 
today. No sunflower or esthetic 
Christianity would suit the needs of 
this time. Peter was told to preach 
the gospel as it was given unto him—the 
power of God unto salvation to those who 
believed. All the stories of the alleged 
scientific men could not stop the work of the 
gospel, None of the new inventions had one 
‘trophy to show—none had ever saved a soul 
or even led a sinner to a moral life. Not only 
must Cifistians preach the gospel, but they 
must feel it. Preachers and jaymen 
alike must have a vital Christian ex- 
perience, for no man could describe the way 
to repentance unless he had himself ex- 
perienced repentance, They must know the 
way before they could lead the people. Ex- 
perimental religion and experimental bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost was 
needed now more than ever. Luther 
wrestled with the devil, and in his 
wrestle succeeded in downing the Evil One. 
The only sword in the hands of infidelity 
today was the confessed ignorance of ag- 
nosticisim. At the recent infidel convention 
the whole gathering got up and shouted be- 
cause one woman confessed that she did not 
know. whether there was a God or not. One 
earnest soul—one Bartimeus—would break 
up any such convention. 

The remainder of the afternoon session 
was len up with three-minute talks by gen- 
tlemen in the audience and on the platform, 
and by singing and prayer. 

At the evening session the hall was filled 
before 7w’clock, and for nearly an hour aft- 
erwards the approaches were blocked with 
enthusiastic men and women anxious at all 
hazards to press into the meeting. Over 3,000 
people were in the hall when the eveni 
work was begun by the singing of gospe 
hymus. A message of sympathy and con- 
gratulation from the Minnesota lation 
of Congregational Ministers was read, and 
Elder Willing called for à collection. 

Mr. J. S. Smithson, formerly of Dublin, 
Ireland, but now of this city, spoke on 

“THE WORLD FOR CHRIST.” 

He said that the evangelization of the masses 
could never be carried out except by the ef- 
forts of me chureh as a Whale. The aim of 
this convention was the world for Christ, not 
for any denomination or sect. Too often 
they spent their strength over denomination- 
al questions and quarrels instead of laboring 
for Christ. The different “isms” could 
never canvert the world, this end could 
never achieved except by the power of 
God, n the old country, at any rate, 
it seemed to be impossibie for the Methodists

The Independent Political Movement at 
Baltimore—Opposition to a Hing of 
Court- House Bourbons. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune 

BaAL@MORE, Md., Oct. 10.—Sucha revolu- 
tion as is now taking place in political circles 
bere has not been seen for many years, and 
the Independent “bombshell” about to be 
thrown into the Democratic “ring” has so 
frighteved the bosses aud the court-house 
clique that they are becoming utterly demor- 
alized. At last the long-looked for Inde- 
pendent Citizens’ movement has been start- 
ed, and the business-men, regardless of their 
respective political views, will join in one 
united movement against the one-man 
power, fraudulent primaries, packed conven- 
tions, and machine politics. 

Ever since ex-Senator William Pinkney 
Whyte was elected Mayor of this city he has 
been seeking to restore the old city “ring” 
which for a time was braken up. He made 
a very clean sweep in the departments, and 
appointed his own henchmen. He and 
George Colton, President of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, antl one of the oldest 
and trickiest politicians in the State, have 
united as against the other wing of the party, 
led by the Hon. Arthur P. Gorman. The 
other members of this city ring are an ex- 
Warden of the penitentiary; a notorious 
gambler: and a Clerk of one of the courts— 
making five in all who control ali the elec- 
tion machinery, nominate whom they please, 
and elect them. 

The people have patiently endured with 
this ring for some time; but the 
fraudulent method employed by them 
last Wednesday for manipulating the 
primary election which selected the 
packed Democtatic Judiciary Convention 
that nominated the old Judge combination 
ticket, arqused the indignation of the legal 
fraternityand the people generally to the 
highest pitch, and the distontentment which 
had been gradually developing burst out in 
open revolt. The renomination of the old 
Judges of the Supreme Bench met with the 
strongest opposition; but one of the Judges 
isa brotlier to the Mayor, aud not only did 
the latter arrange for the renomination of 
his relative, but also for the entire ticket. 
The four Judges were named by the ring, 
and the State was also “fixed’”’ long before 
the time for the election. Mr. William A. 
Stewart and several other prominent lawyers, 
who had beeu requested by hundreds of 
voters to enter the contest for the nomina- 
tions, had at first decidetl to do so, but on 
finding out the plan of the bosses withdrew 
their names from the primaries, much to the 
regret of their friends, 

Although the polls were apparently de- 
serted—tie majority of the voters keep 
away, well knowing how the election woul 
result—there were over 15,000 votes counted. 
At one precinct a gentiéman counted but 
seven votes put in the box by voters, while 
the returns from the same precinct showed 
over sixty votes. Out ot the 180 delegates 
elected to the convention, sixty-nine were of- 
fice-holders under Mayor Whyte. In an up- 
town ward one of the delégates had served a 
term in the penitentiary for stealing, and two 
of the judges of election at the polling-place 
where he was voted fot had at different 
times been arrested for stealing. Several of 
the dowu-towun polls were run by men 
notorious as roughs and low  char- 
acters; and a large roportion of the 
delegates were second-class politicians and 
ward-rounders. This was a fine set of men 
to select the Judges of the Supreme Bench 
of the city. The Judges they nominated are 
able and efficient, have distinguished them- 
selves upon the bench, ani no objection can 
be made to them personally; but the methods 
by which they were nominated are generally 
condemned. 

The outcome of this farcical convention 
has not been satisfactory even to all the 
workers,“ and there is bad blood in more 
than one quarter. The ctack of the whip of 
the Mayoralty boss was heeded. but orders 
were not obeyed willingly in every case. The 
son of a janitor of a public building was 
elected a delegate; and just before the con- 
vention his father had a summons to the 
City-Hall, where he was told that if the son 
voted for Siewart, as it was reported he 
had eer to do, the father 
would bounced (from his posi- 
tion. It will thus be seen that 
it was only with threats and menaces that 
many of- the more respectable of the dele- 
gates were made to vote for the “oid 
Judge” ticket. 

The very next day after the convention 
many of the leading business-men and’mem- 
bers of the bar inaugufated the Independ- 
ent movement, which in a few days has 
gained great strength. The Republican 
having not yet made their nominations, wil 
unite with the Independent Democrats— 
providing they are allowed to name two of 
the four qudges. The Labor party, number- 
ing several thousand votes, will also likely 
unite with the movement: and with this 
combination the will be unable to cope, 
as at the general election there cannot un- 
der the bew system be any cheating or bal- 
lot-box ‘stuffing. The Independent ticket 
will no doubt be William A. Stewart 
Sr. and Charles E. Pitelps (both leadi 
Democratic lawyers), and Edward Duffy 
ex-Judge King (Republicans). There is no 
doubt of the sepablionne and Democrats 
uniting on this ticket; a committee of 
100, representing the business interests and
